Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  forward  my  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1908. 

Population. 

The  population,  according  to  the  census  of  1901,  is  9,484,  and 
by  estimation  to  the  middle  of  1908  is  11,674. 

Births. 

Three  hundred  and  seven  births  were  registered,  giving  a  birth 
rate  of  32’43  per  thousand  per  annum  upon  the  census  of  1901, 
and  a  rate  of  26‘38  upon  the  estimated  population. 

Deaths. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-seven  deaths  have  been  reported,  which 
gives  a  mortality  of  16‘64  per  thousand  per  annum,  estimated 
upon  the  1901  census  of  9,434,  or  of  on  the  estimated  population 
to  the  middle  of  1908,  13*44  per  thousand. 
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In  the  tables  appended  A  indicates  the  number  of  deaths  which 
occurred  in  each  locality  during  each  quarter  ot  the  year,  and  also 
the  ages  (in  groups)  at  which  death  took  place  ;  and  B  gives  in¬ 
formation  as  to  population  and  rates  in  the  different  sub-divisions.

Fifty-seven  deaths  occurred  under  five  years,  which  gives  a 
mortality  of  4’88  per  thousand  at  this  age  period,  on  estimated 
population  of  11,674 — a  decrease  of  0*43  as  compared  by  1907. 

Zymotie  Death  Rate. 

Twenty -five  deaths  occurred  from  Zymotic  Diseases,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  Zymotic  death  rate  of  2*14  per  thousand  of  the 
population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1908,  and  which  is  an 
increase  of  0’49  as  compared  with  1907. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

Scarlatina,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Puerperal  Fever,  and 
Erysipelas  occurred  at  the  places  and  in  the  months  indicated

Ten  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  as 
against  130  in  1904,  58  in  1905,  27  in  1906,  13  in  1907 
They  were  of  a  mild  type,  and  confined  to  Seaton  Delaval 
and  Hartley.  There  were  no  fatal  cases.

Diphtheria  occurred  at  Seaton  Delaval,  Hartley,  and  Horton, 
and  was  more  or  less  sporadic.  The  greatest  outbreak  occurred 
at  East  Hartford  Colliery,  where  it  spread  rapidly  over  the  whole

village.  Eight  cases  were  notified  within  nine  days.  The  water 
supply,  drainage,  and  scavenging  were  inspected.  The  water 
supply,  which  was  unwholesome,  was  suspected  as  being  a  likely 
cause  of  the  outbreak,  and  instructions  were  given  to  the 
residents  to  boil  all  water  before  use.  The  disease  rapidly  died 
out  after  this  precaution  was  adopted. 

Wa.ter  Supply: — The  material  used  in  construction  of  the 
filter  walls  being  of  wood,  and  therefore  absorbent,  was  not 
satisfactory.  The  filtering  medium  was  filthy,  and  the  position 
of  the  filters  themselves  was  undesirable  owing  to  the  close 
proximity  of  three  chimneys  giving  off  noxious  vapours,  &c.,  the 
filter  beds  not  being  covered  in. 

Drainage  : — The  slop  water  is  conveyed  along  the  whole 
length  of  the  rows  in  open  channels  to  a  gully  at  the  lowest 
point,  and  thence  to  the  sewer  in  pipes.  The  v^ash-houses  are 
drained  by  means  of  a  pipe  or  hole  in  the  wall,  through  which 
the  soap-suds  pass,  and  then  over  a  brick  footpath,  forming  small 
pools  on  its  way,  to  the  open  channel  at  the  edge  of  the  footpath. 

The  channel  pipes  are  cast  in  cement,  and  unevenly  laid,  so 
that  in  many  instances  pools  of  slop  water  are  standing  in  places. 
These  open  channels  are  not  suitable  for  the  conveyance  of  bed 
room  slops,  thus  making  it  imperative  for  the  people  to  throw 
them  into  the  ash-closets,  thus  causing  these  places  to  be  most 
offensive. 

Scavenging  : — This  was  not  carried  out  as  frequently  as  it 
should  have  been  considering  the  small  capacity  of  the  ash- 
closets,  with  the  result  that  many  were  overflowing.  The  clean¬ 
ing  out  only  took  place  once  a  fortnight  instead  of  once  a  week. 
The  attention  of  the  colliery  manager  was  drawn  to  this  matter, 
with  the  result  that  immediate  steps  were  taken  to  have  the 
scavenging  more  regularly  attended  to. 

There  were  sanitary  defects  found  in  connection  with  the 
school  privies.  The  clerk  to  the  managers  was  written  to  re¬ 
questing  the  defects  .to  be  put  right. 

The  old  unsatisfactory  water  supply  from  the  colliery  workings 
at  East  Hartford  has  been  done  away  with,  and  a  supply  of  good 
wholesome  water  laid  on  from  the  mains  of  the  Tynemouth 
Corporation.  This  is  a  decided  improvement. 

Twenty  cases. — 1  in  February,  4  in  August,  8  in  September,  4  in

An  outbreak  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  at  Seaton  Delaval 
during  August,  and  was  confined  practically  to  one  row  of 
cottages,  viz.,  Wheatridge  Row. 


Infectious  diseases  notified  m  the  District  during  the  Year  1908  ;  showing  the  Districts,  Numbers,  and  Months  in  which  received. 
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The  only  things  common  to  the  houses  ahected  in  Wheatridge 
Row  were  : — 

(a)  A  water  supply. 

(b)  Swarms  of  flies,  making  it  impossible  to  protect  food  from 

them,  and 

(c)  The  accumulation  of.  ashpit  refuse  which  undoubtedly 

contained  foecal  matter,  and  also,  almost  certainly  I 
think,  contained  foecal  matter  containing  the  germs  of 
Enteric  Fever,  as  we  know  that  in  colliery  districts, 
whatever  system  is  adopted  for  disposing  of  excrement, 
foecal  matter  and  urine  are  thrown  into  the  ashpit,  and 
that  not  only  foecal  matter,  but  urine  contains  the 
organism  which  gives  rise  to  Enteric  Fever. 

The  sources  of  all  the  milk  used  in  the  district  was  ascertained 
but  no  evideirce  was  obtained  of  any  suspicious  kind  of  illness 
amongst  any  of  the  people  engaged  in  milking  or  the  handling 
of  milk,  nor  was  there  any  evidence  of  the  milk  vessels  having 
been  washed  in  water  which  may  have  been  derived  from  a 
polluted  source.  Inquiries  into  the  sources  from  which  milk  was 
procured  in  the  houses  affected  did  not  result  in  any  particular 
supply  being  suspected  of  having  been  instrumental  in  the  spread 
of  the  disease,  thus  four  of  the  families  affected  never  used  any 
buc  condensed  milk  until  Enteric  was  diagnosed,  and  the  other 
families  affected,  the  milk  was,  prior  to  any  illness,  procured 
from  different  sources,  and  each  of  these  milk  sellers  supplied 
many  more  families  in  which  no  case  of  illness  occurred. 

The  source  of  the  water  supply  is  the  same  for  the  whole 
colliery  ;  the  cases  of  illness  were  in  one  locality  only,  and  almost 
entirely  confined  to  one  row  of  houses.  Moreover,  the  visitation 
was  not  of  the  nature  of  a  sudden  outburst  as  is  generally  the 
case  when  the  general  water  supply  or  one  milk  supply  is  re¬ 
sponsible,  but  the  19  cases  were  spread  over  a  period  of  fifteen 
weeks. 

i  am  informed  that  no  ball  hydrants  are  placed  on  the  water 
mains,  and  that  no  repairs  to  the  mains  had  been  necessary  for 
several  months. 

Most  of  the  individuals  affected  had  been  away  from  home  to 
Blyth,  Newcastle.  Whitley,  Benton,  or  North  Shields  during  the 
three  weeks  preceding  their  illness,  and  would,  while  away,  have 
refreshments  of  various  kinds,  but  was  given  to  understand  that 
none  ate  mussels,  cockles,  or  watercress,  and  all  the  men  appear 
to  have  been  working  either  in  different  pits,  or  if  in  the  same 
pit,  in  different  parts. 

There  was  a  good  deal  of  intercommunication  between  the 
inmates  of  houses  affected  and  not  affected,  and  in  two  or  more 
cases  the  spread  of  infection  was  easily  accounted  for  in  this 
manner  at  the  commencement  of  the  outbreak.  In  the  absence 
of  direct  evidence  as  to  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  energetic

measures  were  urgently  called  for.  Nine  cases  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  after  removal  the  beds  were  cremated, 
all  clothing  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  houses  fumigated.  The 
other  cases  were  supplied  with  disinfectants,  and  instructions 
given  for  the  disposal  of  the  excreta,  and  were  cautioned  against 
intercommunication  with  neighbours.  When  the  cases  recovered 
the  same  measures,  such  as  cremating  beds,  &c.,  were  carried  out. 

The  sewer  at  the  back  of  Wheatridge  Kow  was  without  a 
ventilating  shaft,  and  this  omission  was  remedied  without  delay 
by  a  new  shaft  being  placed  at  the  highest  point  of  the  sewer 
and  carried  up  above  the  level  of  the  houses.  The  ashpits  and 
privies  were  thoroughly  cleaned  out  and  disinfected.  Man-hole 
grids  in  close  proximity  to  the  houses  were  closed,  owing  to 
complaints  of  offensive  effluvia  arising  therefrom. 

Two  cases  in  April. 

There  was  nothing  in  the  surroundings,  or  in  the  houses  them¬ 
selves,  to  account  for  the  disease  in  any  way.  One  case 
proved  fatal.

Infectious  Diseases  not  Notifiable. 

Whooping  Was  prevalent  in  various  parts  of  the  district  during  the  year, 
Cough  but  did  not  become  epidemic.  Three  deaths  were  attributed 
to  this  cause. 


Influenza  Was  prevalent  in  a  mild  form. 

Diarrhoea  Was  prevalent,  although  not  to  such  an  extent  as  former  years. 

Eleven  deaths  occurred  from  this  cause,  eight  of  whom  were 
infants  under  one  year. 


Seaveng*ing*. 

Scavenging  has  been  carried  out  with  fair  regularity  throughout 
the  district  during  the  year. 
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Imppovements. 

Eighceen  new  houses  were  occupied  at  East  Hartford. 

Four  new  houses  were  occupied  at  Seaton  Delaval. 

Eight  new  houses  were  occupied  at  Seaton  Sluice  (Hariley.) 

Sewers. 

SuKFACE  : — Man-hole  grids  were  closed  in  close  proximity  to 
the  houses  at  Wheatridge  Kow,  Astley  Terrace,  Blyth  Street,  and 
Avenue  Head,  &c. ,  also  2  six  inch  heavy  cast  iron  ventilating  shafts 
erected  (one  at  the  top  of  Wheatridge  Kow  and  the  other  at  west 
end  of  Avenue  Road,  Seaton  Delaval.) 

Another  section  of  the  Avenue  (Seaton  Delaval)  open  sewer  has 
been  covered  in  with  2ft.  glazed  sanitary  pipes  for  a  distance  of 
about  400  yards. 


Footpaths. 

The  colliery  owners  have  laid  new  paths  of  brick-on-edge  at 
Melton  Terrace,  New  Hartley.  Tar  macadam  footpaths  have  been 
laid  in  various  parts  of  the  district  by  the  Council. 

Roads. 

The  back  streets  at  Melton  Terrace,  New  Hartley,  have  been 
penned  with  post  stone  and  covered  with  clean  boiler  ashes. 

Drainag’e. 

The  drains  at  Hartford  West  Farm  have  been  reconstructed, 
and  are  now^  emptying  into  a  large  cesspool  situated  in  a  field  at 
the  far  side  of  the  highway,  a  pump  being  provided  in  order  that 
the  liquid  may  be  utilized  as  a  manure  upon  the  land. 

A  cesspool  and  clinker  bed  has  been  provided  at  Bassington 
Cottages  to  intercept  and  purify  the  sewage  before  being  delivered 
into  Horton  Burn. 


Water  Supply. 

The  following  farms  have  been  provided  with  an  efficient  water 
supply,  under  pressure,  viz.  : — Hartford  West  Farm,  High  Horton, 
and  Low  Horton  Farms. 

The  water  mains  at  East  Hartford  Colliery  Village  have  been 
connected  up  to  the  Tynemouth  Corporation  water  main,  where  it 
passes  on  its  way  from  the  Font  water  works  to  Tynemouth.  The 
defective  supply  from  the  pit  workings  has  teen  cut  off. 
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Requipements. 

Ash  closets  are  still  required  at  South  Row,  Percy  Row,  and 
Brick  Row,  Seaton  Belaval.  Camp  Terrace  and  Double  Row, 
Seaton  Delaval,  should  be  converted  into  double  houses  in  order 
to  allow  throug’h  ventilation  and  provide  more  accommodation  for 
the  largest  families  m  the  neighbourhood. 

Sewage  should  be  conveyed  m  closed  pipes  from  Avenue  Head 
to  the  sea. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Tynemouth  Corporation  being  now  prepared  to  give  a 
supply  of  water  to  the  Authorities  adjoining  the  main  pipe  line,  I 
would  recommend  that  the  present  water  supply  at  New  Delaval  ' 
be  discontinued  and  a  supply  obtained  from  the  Tynemouth 
Corporatior].  It  is  essential  that  all  mains  and  service  pipes  at 
Seaton  Delaval  should  be  directly  connected  up  to  the  main  pipe, 
and  not  as  at  present,  as  there  are  places  in  this  district  where 
water  cannot  be  obtained  owing  to  the  want  of  pressure.

4.  — The  telephone  at  Hospital  Inspector’s  house  should  be  con¬ 
nected  with  the  trunk  line,  in  order  to  ensure  expeditious  removal 
of  cases  to  Hospital.  When  this  is  obtained,  your  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  should  be  provided  with  a  telephone.

I  beg  to  forward  my  Annual  Eeport  on  No.  2  Division 
of  the  Tynemouth  Rural  District  Council  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1908. 


Area. 

The  total  area  of  the  district  is  7,296  acres,  and  it  is  divided 
into  three  localities  or  sub-districts,  namely  :  Longbenton, 
Burradon  with  Camperdown,  and  Willington-Rosehill. 

Population. 

The  total  population  of  No.  2  Division  at  the  census  1901  was 
11,304,  and  as  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1908  is  15,096. 

There  is  no  important  alteration  in  the  occupations  of  the 
inhabitants,  mining  being  the  chief  industry. 

A  few  more  houses  have  been  built  in  the  residential  part  of 
Longbenton,  and  there  has  been  a  further  increase  of  honses  for 
the  accommodation  of  miners  at  West  Allotment  and  West  Moor. 

In  Burradon  with  Camperdown  many  new  houses  have  been 
built,  and  there  is  a  notable  increase  in  population.

Births. 

The  Birth  Pate  per  1,000  per  annum  on  the  estimated  popula¬ 
tion  is  33*9  as  compared  with  32-5  in  1907. 

In  Longbenton  the  Birth  Pate  was  33 '43  per  1,000, 
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In  Burradon  and  Cainperdown  the  Birth  Bate  was  34 ‘6  per 

1,000. 

In  Willington  and  Eosehill  the  Birth  Bate  was  35  26  per 

1,000. 


Deaths. 

The  numher  of  Deaths  registered  in  1908  for  the  whole  district 
was  207,  which  is  equal  to  a  Death  Bate  of  13-7  per  1,000. 

In  Longbenton  the  Death  Bate  was  13'9  per  T, 000. 

In  Burradon  and  Cainperdown  the  Death  Bate  was  13 ’03  per 

1,000. 

In  Willington  and  Bosehill  the  Death  Bate  was  13 '43  per 

1,000. 

Thus  the  death  rate  for  1908  almost  coincides  with  that  of 
1907,  and  is  considerably  below  the  average  (15‘78)  for  the 
previous  ten  years. 


Infant  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  infants  under  12  months 
was  87,  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  169 '9  per  1,000  births.  (See 
Table  IV.)  This  rate  is  below  the  average  for  the  preceding 
ten  years  (172-9.) 

The  total  number  of  deaths  under  5  years  is  114,  making  a 
death  rate  in  this  age  period  of  7-5,  as  compared  with  5-5  in 
1907.  (See  Table  V.) 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  is  calculated  on  a  group  taken  from 
the  infectious  diseases.  This  group  includes  the  following  : — 
Epidemic  Diarrhoea  20,  Measles  2,  Scarlet  Fever  0,  Diphtheria 
2,  Smallpox  0 — total  24,  as  compared  v/ith  10  in  1907.  The 
increase  is  largely  due  to  Zymotic  Enteritis.  The  Zymotic 
death  rate  is  1-59  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  -69  per  1,000  in 
1907. 

Phthisis  Death  Rate. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  is  14,  being  at  the 
rate  of  -93  per  1,000,  compared  with  -9  per  1000  last  year. 
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Respiratory  Death  Rate. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and 
Pleurisy  Is  43,  and  the  death  rate  per  1,000  is  2 ’8  as  compared 
with  1  -8  per  1,000  in  1907.  Of  deaths  from  these  causes  nearly 
half  occurred  under  1  year. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  which  occurred  were  :  — 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  and  Erysipelas. 
(See  Table  III  and  Table  B.) 

Scarlet  disease  38  cases  were  notified  this  year,  whereas  last 

Fever.  year  there  were  53. 

The  number  of  cases  from  Longbenton  was  24,  from  Burradon 
and  Camperdown  2,  and  Willington-Eosehill  12.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Diphtheria  This  disease  has  again  been  prevalent,  the  number  of  cases  for 

the  whole  district  being  28  as  compared  with  23  last  year. 
Two  deaths  occurred.

Influenza.  epidemic  during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  and 

one  death  was  registered' in  Wihington-Eosehill  as  directly 
due  to  this  disease. 


Diarrhoea.  Was  epidemic  during  the  summer  months,  but  not  to  any  great 

extent.  Of  ihe  20  deaths  returned,  14  occurred  under 
one  year  and  6  between  one  and  five  years. 

Chicken-  Was  prevalent  during  November  and  December,  but  all  the 
pOx-  cases  were  of  a  mild  character. 


Hospitals. 

As  there  have  been  no  cases  of  Small-pox  in  the  district,  and 
only  one  case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  the  hospitals  have  been  used  for 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria.  Only  3  of  the  former  disease 
were  isolated  in  this  way,  whilst  14  cases  of  Diphtheria,  out  of 
a  total  of  27,  were  treated  in  hospital.  The  free  supply  by  the 
Eural  Council  of  Anti -diphtheria  Serum  for  needful  cases  is 
proving  of  great  value  in  the  treatment  of  this  disease. 


Seaveng^ing*. 

This  work  continues  to  be  carried  out  in  a  very  satisfactory 
way  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector  of  NuiLances. 

Imppovements. 

STEEETS. — A  summary  of  nuisances  dealt  with,  and  also 
details  of  work  carried  out,  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this 
report  in  tables  prepared  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  follow¬ 
ing  streets  were  made  of  tar  macadam  and  whinchip  paving, 
viz.  : — Ivy  Street,  East  Forest  Hall  Eoad,  Leyburn  Dene  Eoad, 
and  Elm  Grove,  in  Forest  Hall  ;  Eoyal  Avenue,  Albert  Drive, 
Queen’s  Gardens,  and  Grange  Avenue,  in  Benton.  These 
amount  in  all  to  a  length  of  about  2,000  yards.  The  brick-on- 
edge  footpath  at  Palmersville  has  been  finished.  The  estate 
owners  have  commenced  to  lay  cement  footpaths,  and  pen  the 
streets  with  post-stone  at  West  Moor. 

Contractors  are  busy  with  new  streets  at  Lansdowne  Eoad  and 
Oswins  Eoad,  Forest  Hall.  New  street  works  are  being  carried 
out  at  Eosehill-Willington. 

NEW  HOUSES. — Sixty-five  houses  have  been  built  in  Long- 
benton  Parish,  the  greater  number  being  at  West  Allotment. 
Six  workmen’s  houses  were  built  at  Burradon  and  five  at 
Carnperdown.  Over  80  houses  are  being  built  in  flats  at  Forest 
Hall.  These  are  intended  to  house  the  residents  of  Gosforth 
and  Benton  Eows,  where  the  houses  have  been  condemned  as 
unfit  for  habitation. 
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INSANITAEY  HOUSES. — Longbenton — At  Wagonman’s 
Eow,  Forest  Hall,  new  floors  have  been  laid  in  cement,  new 
rain  water  gutters  and  down  pipes  fixed,  roofs,  windows,  and 
doors  repaired,  and  a  cement  footpath  laid  next  to  the  houses. 
Other  improvements  are  required  to  be  done  yet  to  this  property. 
The  owner  intends  to  resume  the  work  of  repairs  in  the  spring. 
Several  houses  at  Benton  Square  have  had  new  floors  laid,  new 
rain  water  gutters  fixed,  and  cement  areas  formed  next  to  the 
buildings. 

At  Wapping  Square  hinged  skylights  have  been  fixed  in  the 
roofs  of  9  colliery  houses. 

Bubeadon. — At  Pit  Eow,  Burradon,  four  houses  have  been 
re-roofed,  new  floors  laid,  and  new  windows  fixed,  &c.  Other 
five  in  the  same  row  have  been  closed. 

Campeedown.  —At  Camperdown  8  single-roomed  back-to-back 
tenements  have  been  converted  into  four  two-roomed  tenements 
with  through  ventilation.  In  Camperdown  Square  8  wooden 
houses  have  been  closed. 

WiLLiNGTON. — The  cottages  at  Willington  West  Farm  have 
now  been  put  right,  and  closing  order  cancelled. 

SANITAEY  CONVENIENCES. — The  privy  accommodation 
at  Benton  Square  schools  has  been  abolished,  and  the  water 
carriage  system  adopted.  The  abolition  of  combined  privies  and 
ashpits  is  being  steadily  carried  out  at  different  parts  of  Long¬ 
benton,  CamperdowD,  Burradon,  and  Willington,  43  new  ash- 
closets  having  been  built  at  Burradon  during  the  year. 

SEWEE  LAMPS. — One  more  sewer  gas  extractor  (Webb 
Lamp)  has  been  fixed  in  Longbenton  Parish.  It  was  fixed  near 
the  Willow  Bridge,  Forest  Hall,  where  the  Killingworth  and 
Palmersville  sewers  join  each  othei^. 

SEWEEAGE. — During  the  last  year  900  yards  of  sewer  were 
laid  in  the  Benton  District,  being  500  yards  of  12in.  and  400 
yards  of  9in.  pipes. 


Requirements. 

STEEETS. — New  streets  are  required  at  West  Allotment  ; 
Park  View,  West  Moor  ;  Killingworth  Eoad  and  Gallalaw 
Terrace,  East  Gosforth  ;  Tynedale  Terrace,  Benton  ;  and  at 
Forest  Hall  where  the  new  houses  are  being  built  for  the  Seaton 
Burn  Coal  Company. 

NEW  HOUSES.  —  The  new  bye-laws,  with  respect  to  new 
streets  and  buildings  and  drainage  of  existing  buildings,  as 
approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  October,  1907,  were 
issued  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1908.

Cholera  and  Cholera  Nostras. 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included 
under  the  latter. 

Deaths  from  Enteritis,  Muco-Enteritis,  Gastro-Enteritis,  and  Gastritis  (see  under  the 
heading  Diarrhoeal  Diseases  in  Table  V.)  in  Tables  IV.  and  A',  should  be  placed 
immediately  below,  but  separately  from,  those  enumerated  under  the  heading 
Diarrhoea  as  defined  by  enumeration  above.  This  is  particularly  important  for 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  as  many  of  the  deaths  in  infancy  returned  as  due 
to  Enteritis  are  really  caused  by  Epidemic  Diarrhoea.  In  the  course  of  years,  by 
the  adoption  of  this  recommendation,  it  will  be  practicable  to  ascertain  the 
probable  amount  of  transfer  between  these  different  headings.

if)  Under  the  headings  of  “  Cancer  ”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all 
registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms.  Thus : 
Under  “  Cancer  ”  should  be  included  deaths  from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant 
disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma,  Sarcoma,  Villous  tumour,  and  Papilloma  of 
bladder.  Rodent  ulcer.  Under  “Puerperal  Fever”  are  to  be  included  deaths 
from  Pyaemia,  Septicaemia,  Sapraemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis,  Peri-  and  Endo-Metritis 
occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

(f )  Under  “  Congenital  Defects  ”  in  Table  V.  are  i  o  be  included  deaths  from  Atelectasis, 
Icterus  neonatorum,  Navel  haemorrhage.  Malformations  and  Congenital  hydro¬ 
cephalus. 

(h)  Under  “  Tuberculous  Meningitis  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Acute  hydro¬ 

cephalus. 

(i)  Under  “  Other  Tuberculous  Diseases  ”  are  to  included  deaths  from  Tuberculosis, 

Tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints  and  other  organs,  Lupus  and  Scrofula. 


(j)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases  are  to 
be  classed  as  “  Certified  all  other  deaths  are  to  be  regarded  as  “  Uncertified  ”

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It  is  desirable  in  the  interests  of  Public  Health  that  all  new 
houses  should  be  dry  before  being  occupied,  and  this  should  be 
certified  under  Bye-law  111  before  the  tenants  are  allowed  to 
enter. 

WATER  SUPPLY. —Coatharn  House,  Swiss  Villa  Benton, 
Haslam’s  Cottages,  and  many  cottages  in  their  vicinity  are  still 
without  a  proper  water  supply. 

HOSPITALS.— 1.  Steam  disinfector  for  bedding,  &c.,  without 
which  thorough  disinfection  cannot  be  carried  out. 

2.  An  observation  ward  for  Earsdon  Grange  Hospital. 

3.  Two  contact  wards  at  Scaffold  Hill  Hospital. 

4.  The  Inspector  of  Hospitals  should  have  the  telephone  con¬ 
nected  up  to  the  trunk  line,  and  a  telephone  should  be  provided 
for  your  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  If  this  were  done,  cases  of 
infection  could  be  removed  to  hospital  without  delay.  At 
present  much  time  is  wasted  before  a  case  can  be  removed,  an 
average  of  12  to  14  miles  being  travelled  by  the  Inspector  for 
each  case 

SEWERAGE.  Bigges  Main  Sewage. 

The  Local  Government  Board  refused  sanction  to  the  loan 
mentioned  in  the  last  report,  and  endeavoured  to  force  the 
Council  to  join  the  City  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne  in  their  Walker 
Outfall  Sewer  at  a  cost  to  Longbenton  Parish  of  nearly  £3,000. 

Since  this  refusal  a  scheme  for  treating  the  sewage  of  Bigges’ 
Main  on  the  septic  system  has  been  devised  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  about  £900,  and  is  now  in  hand,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  be 
completed  and  in  working  order  before  the  ensuing  summer 
season. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

All  factories  and  workshops  have  been  visited  during  the  year. 
In  one  case  only  sanitary  defects  were  found.  The  owner  has 
commenced  to  carry  out  the  necessary  repairs. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

These  have  been  visited.  Two  new  cowkeepers  were  regis- 
cered  during  the  year.  There  were  some  cases  where  the  cow- 
keepers  had  to  be  instructed  to  lime-wash  and  cleanse  their 
premises.  One  complaint  was  received  calling  attention  to  an 
excessive  quantity  of  dirty  deposit  being  found  in  the  milk. 
When  a  visit  was  made  to  the  farm  the  cowkeeper  was  busy 
scalding  the  vessels,  and  the  premises  generally  were  clean,  and 
a  free  use  of  muslin  resorted  to.  Instructions  were  given  to 
avoid  contamination  of  the  milk  in  transit.
